The prior art of record does not explicitly teach about 
the method of storing application programs associated with users information, including 
a list to show each user's configuration, wherein the configured list is stored in a server 
that enables a user to access a network according to a transport protocol identified in 
the server, as recited in the steps of method claims 1 and 10, and further argued by 
applicant.
